City Councilman Peter V. Cacchione, Brooklyn Commu- 
nist, will introduce an amendment to the Sharkey tenement 
rehabilitation measure, so as to put a ceiling of $10 a room 


on renovated houses. The original 


measure, in uced by Joseph T. 
Sharkey, Council majority leader, 
provides that: 


® The owner who renovates be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1945, and Dec. 31 
1947, can reduce his taxes by 81/3 
percent of the cost of the renova- 
tion for the next 12 years. That is 
a rebate of 100 percent of the cost 
of renovation. 


All value added to the prop- 
erty by the renovation is to be tax 
free. 


@ Rents for the renovated apart- 
ments are to be fixed by the City 
Planning Commission and can go 
as high as $16 a room, which means 
they will be $16 a room. 

Thus, without the cost of a single 
penny to himself, the owner of an 
ancient, partly- unused building, 
where rents per apartment are 
probably $20 te $25 a month, can, 
according to the Sharkey measure, 
fix it up and charge $16 for each 
room. 

What happens to the tenants liv- 
ing in those houses who cannot 
afford to pay more than they are 
paying now, let alone the $48 or $64 
which they will have to pay for 
three- and four-room apartments 
after renovation? The Sharkey bill 
makes no provision for them. 

Moreover, the bill has been touted 
as a measure that will provide space 
for, tenants of houses scheduled to 
be razed for new buildings. Those 
tenants will certainly be unable to 
afford these new rents. 

Cacchione and other critics of 
the measure see no reason why 
landlords who renovate at no cost 
to themselves should be permitted 
to charge more rent. 

Whatever added expenses of oper- 
ation they may have because of the 
need to provide heating will be far 
more than made up by the fact that 
they will have full occupancy, in- 
stead of less than half, as at
